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The Examiner reviewed Applicant's remarl<s and amendments to claims with new 
issues, which changes the scope of the claims requiring further search and/or 
consideration. 

a) Applicants continue to argue that figure 2 Is not prior art (see remarks at 
the top of page 10, paper dated 2/1 3/07). 

The Examiner notes that Applicants BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
clearly disclose that the problem to be solved in figure 2 is that It is difficult to connect 
In common phase the outputs of the two amplifiers 1 and 2 shown In figure 2 in 
the coupling unit 5 . Applicants BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION is the only place 
figure 2 appears in Applicants specification and therefore needs to be labeled as prior 
art. Applicants improvement(s) do not start until figure 3 wherein the problem is solved 
by using switches (SW1 and/or SW2), or figure 4 wherein problem solved by using 
power on/off to allow for output to be combined easily, or figure 5 wherein problem 
solved by using connectors (6, 7-1, 7-2), or figures 6-9 wherein attenuators are used to 
solve the problem of figure 2, or figure 10 wherein common oscillator used to solve 
problem of figure 2. It is unclear as to what Applicants consider novel? Applicants do 
not even argue or give a brief explanation of what the invention is about. Applicants 
independent claim language is so vague that it still reads on prior art figure 2. 

b) Next, Applicants argue (see bottom of page 1 1 continuing to page 12 
and middle of page 13, paper dated 2/13/07) that the newly recited claim language 
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overcomes the Examiner's rejection of using El<man et a! to teach a switch used to 
select an amplifier branch. 

Therefore, Applicants amendments would clearly require a further search 
and/or consideration.
